Amid all the excitement over 
the conservation of the scenic 
beauty of Niagara Falls it must 
not be forgotten what a saving of 
our coal supply the harnessing of 
this mighty cataract would mean. 

The 372,800 horse power now 
developed at the falls is the 
equivalent of 16,776,000 man pow- 
er working an eight-hour day, 
more than the combined strength 
of all ablebodied men in the ^ 
United States. 

Under the American-Canadian 
treaty, {promulgated by the two 
nations to guard the scenic beauty 
of the falls for all time, only 56,- 
000 cubic feet of water per second 
out of a total now of 240,000 cu- 
bic feet, may be diverted from the 
Niagara river for power purposes.

An Unprecedented Cattle Market. 

Loftier cattle markets have been 
recorded sometimes during previ- 
ous scarcity periods, but never be- 
fore has such an animated market 
been possible at this season. 
Chicago received 23.000 cattle on 
Monday, but that supply was 
quickly absorbed at a 10 to 15- 
cent advance. This is in striking 
contrast to the historical condition 
of the market at the latter part of 
the Lenten period, when beef 
consumption is usually at low ebb. 
Quality of supply is eloquent of 
actual scarcity and suggestive of a 
itieagerly supplied market at a 
time when winter-made beef has 
usually been abundant. 

If it was not for the 55,000 to 
t>0,000 cattle reaching Chicago 
weekly at the present a beef fam- 
ine would exist. This is the se- 
cret of a buoyant market. There 
is little beef in the West, and the 
East must come to Chicago or go 
without. 

The grazing season promises to 
be three weeks behind schedule 
time, if not more, and with corn- 
belt feedlots depleted, the supply 
of fat cattle short from Kansas 
and Nebraska, and even the dis- 
tillery crop showing up prema- 
turely, the price prospect for the 
next four months convinces even 
the skeptics. Cattle will probably 
nH no lower, nor wdl there be a 
iflut.

This looks like business. It is rather unusual to see a county 
fiscal court take hold of the road proposition so fearlessly. Most ot 
the fiscal courts and county officials are given to handling the question 
gingerly and timorously and, withal, ineffectively. Bell county wants 
better roads and is making a sensible and practical move in the direc- 
tion of securing them. Inasmuch as good roads cannot be built with- 
out money the best thing to do is to raise the money and build them. 
Such a plan is infinitely better and more economical than by building 
on the piecemeal order or by wasting county funds in the alleged re- 
pair of dirt roads. Bell county is showing symptoms of being wide 
awake on the highway question and the action of her Fiscal Court in 
leading the way to substantial results is to be commended to other 
Fiscal Courts which are doubting and dallying.— Courier-Journal.

Every day electricity is called 
upon to accomplish some 
new task of giant proportion^ and, 
in nearly, every case, the woik is 
done. Only a few days ago the 
big water main leading from E«at 
140th Street, New York, to North 
Brothers Uland, was thawed out 
by electricity after it had own 
frozen for over a month. At low 
tide this main was partially ox 
posed to the severe winter weath- 
er and it was quickly frozen solid, 
defying all attempts to thaw it 
out. As a result the island was 
soon suffering from a water fani 
ine. Water carts were pressed 
into service and water ferried 
across. 

As a last resort electricity was 
tried and after five days steady ap- 
plication the main was completely 
thawed out. This was the first 
work of its kind ever attempted. 
Water mains under ground have 
been successfully thawed by elec 
tricity but a main buried under 
from sixty to seventy feet of 
water was quite "a different propo- 
sition. Twenty years ago this 
same water main was frozen and it 
had to be relaid for its entire 
length at an enormous cost. 

After all attempts to force 
water through the frozen main 
had failed the New York Edison 
Company was begged to try elec- 
tricity. The frozen pipe rests on 
the bottom of the East River, and 
when the first few lengths near 
shore froze uo the ice crawled 
along the entire length of the 
main. After being connected 
with the company's electrical 
mains the current was turned on 
and the recording instruments 
showing that the pipe was recc iv- 
ing 860 amperes at a pressure of 
200 volts. . This current was 
gradually increased to 1800 
amperes before the pipe began to 
steam at the end on the Bronx 
shore. Soon the pumps were able 
to force a small stream of water 
through the main and in a few 
hours more the water was running 
a steady stream, evidencing that 
ice was all melted.

Amundsen's Voyage. 

Captain Amundsen's claim to 
have discovered the South Pole, 
seems at the present writing, to 
admit of but little doubt; and the 
attitude of the explorer is both 
dignified and credible iu not pro- 
claiming his triumph, but allowing 
the burden of proof to rest with 
the Geographical societies before 
asserting his claim. 

The triumph and honor in the 
discovery of the South Pole could 
not be any way compared with 
that of its northern neighbors as 
the preliminaries that went before 
in Arctic exploration could but 
make Antarctic discoveries a com- 
paratively simple matter. There 
were but few problems in Arctic 
traveling that had not been solved 
by the illustrious and intrepid 
men who sacrificed so much in the 
many vain attempts to reach the 
North Pole. Those who came 
after were naturally heirs to that 
knowledge, and with so fine an 
equipment, the problem of Ant- 
arctic exploration was not so great 
a one. 

Every party that went forth 
learned something which was of 
value to its successor. They kept 
getting nearer and nearer, and at- 
tainment of the goal at last, was 
inevitable. 

It was fitting that this last 
achievement and the only one of 
its kind left, should have been re- 
served for a member of thatsturdy 
Scandinavian race which has pro- 
duced as bold searovers as any 
who have traversed unknown 
oceans. The Northmen are be- 
lieved to have found the continent 
of America hundreds of years be- 
fore Columbus lauded in the West 
Indies. Amundsen's feat sup- 
plies the final link of a chain of 
daring adventure.

The Republican Party. 

Try as it may, the Republican 
i party cannot be progressive. It 
numbers in its column a rather 
impressive list of Governors, 
United States Senators, Repre- 
tives in Congress and lesser public 
officers of marked ability and 
pronounced procressiveness in all 
that every day usage has attached 
to the word "progressive." Yet 
all these, after conquering Cannon 
and Aldrich and disrupting their 
congressional machine, are over- 
powered and swept aside when the 
collective Republican organizations 
of the various States in the Union 
are set in motion. What there is 
of progressiveness in the Republi- 
can party is overshadowed and 
submerged in what there is of un- 
progressiveness in the same party, 
and that may be accounted the 
reason why we find no "Progres 
sive" candidate seriously in the 
field for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination. President 
Taft is a Stand-patter. Theodore 
Roosevelt is not a Progressive. It 
anything, he is a Radical. 

It is true that Senator Robert 
M. La Follette is in the field, but 
his canvass has been so utterly un 
successful as to be both discour 
aging and injurious to the cause 
he represents. 

Various Republican papers have 
suggested that both President Taft 
pand Theodore Roosevelt could 
serve their party best by with 
drawing from the contest. It is 
proposed that they get together 
behind a candidate who would be 
acceptable to all factions. Asso- 
ciate Justice Charles £. Hughes is 
very generally picked as the man 
best fitted to meet these require- 
ments, while Senator Cummins is 
also mentioned. Politicians do 
not anticipate, however, any such 
tarn of affairs and are taking their 
places behind one or the other of 
the two pronounced 
Roosevelt and Taft.

An interesting device nsed by 
the Taft managers in Virginia is 
told with humor in 
In Norfolk a city 
thus: 

No colored person shall use as a 

"place of public meeting or as- 
sembly any house, building, 
structure, or premises, on any 
white city block in the city of 
Norfolk. . . . No colored person 
or persons shall occupy or use for 
any purpose, etc. 

When the Taft managers called 
the local convention to send dele- 
gates to the National Convention, 
they named Odd Fellows 1 Hall as 
the meeting place. Naturally, no 
negroes turned up, and the con- 
vention, presumably, consisted, as 
is the rule throughout the South, 
merely of the handful of white 
officeholders, their male relatives, 
and friends. This is the least 
high-handed of the means used by 
the Taft managers; it violates no 
statue, and it might pass as one of 
humorous ingenuities of practical 
politics — if it were not for this 
clause in the official call for the 
Republican National Convention: 
In no State shall an election be 
so held as to prevent the delegates 
from any Congressional district 
and their alternates being selected 
by the Republican electors of that 
district. 

How a contesting delegation 
from this district would be treated 
by the Republican National Com- 
mittee would probably depend on 
the State of public feeling with 
regard to this sort of thing.

Expense of Keeping a Shetland. 

The cost of keeping a Shetland 
is so small that the maintenance of 
one is a negligible factor in the 
family expenses. In the summer 
one will get a (rood share of his i 
liftoff from a good sized lawn. 
Where one is forced to keep a 
Shetland in the stable and IWd 
him it may be loured that the 
cost of keeping one will be about 
one-sixth of that required to k#Cp 
a road horse of average size. This 
estimate is based on the statement 
of a Shetland breeder that on the 
averatre he is able to keep six 
Shetlands on the same amount of 
forage and grain which he has 
found it necessary to provide for 
one of his road horses. 

For the light use which a small 
child will give a Shetland it will 
be found unnecessary, as a rule, to 
feed the pony any grain. If the 
pony is given a great oeal of work 
in harness or under saddle and hia 
driver is a boy or uirl of from 
twelve to fifteen years of age some 
graiu should be given, enough to 
keep the little fellow in irood con- 
dition, but as a rule a pint each of 
bran and oats twice a day will be 
sufficient. 

Beyond the feed for a Shetland 
there is little to be added to the 
cost of keeping him. These hardy 
little ponies are so seldom sick 
that the veterinary is rarely need- 
ed. If they are driven on the 
paved city streets or on brick or 
stone roads they should be shod, 
but as they wear their shoes out 
slowly and at most only require to 
be shod during the summer 
months the shoer's bill is not of 
any great importance.
